WASHINGTON, April 26.—A native chief

LEAK IN AQUEDUCT TUBE. 


One Hundred Laborers In Hudson Bore 
Narrowly Escape Flood. 


The tunnel under the Hudson River at 
Storm King, which is being constructed 
by the city in connection with the Cats- 
kill Aqueduct, has received a serious set- 
back through an unfortunate explosion 
of dynamite, which occurred Saturday 
afternoon. In starting the tunnel the en- 
grineers first sank a 1,150-foot shaft per- 
pendicularly near ‘the east bank of the 
Hudson. When well below the bed of the 
river they began the horizontal bore, and 
had reached a point 250 feet westward 
under the river on Saturday. 

During the afternoon a blast was set 
off. The force of the explosion slightly 
parted ar in the rock of the river bed. 
The 100 laborers in the tunnel saw water 
streaming down the sides of the tunnel, 
and, without stopping to investigate, they 
rushed back through the 250-foot tube to 
the and were hauled to the sur- 
face as quickly as possible. 

When the city engineers made an in- 
vestigation they found that the horizon- 
tunnel was full to the roof with 
Pimps were set in operation and 
have been working night and day ever 
since.

ITHACA, N. Y., April 26.—Another 
warning to the fraternity men at Cornell 
to do better work in their 
class rooms is sounded in President 
Schurman’s report on the comparative 
scholastic standing of the fraternity and 
non-fraternity men for the year 1911, 
President Schurman points out that of the 
eighty-eight men dropped in February, as 
the result of the midyear examinations,

69th Veterans, 7ist Guardsmen, and 
the Blind’s Sympathizers—Politicians 
Had Their Inning Last of All. 


President Taft came from Washington 
yesterday to spend thirty-six hours in 
this city. The President came here chief- 
ly to open the fair of the Blind Workers 
at the Metropolitan Opera House, but 
most of his evening was taken up with 
other functions, receptions, and din- 
ners. He is due back in Washington on 
Friday morning, and until his arrival at 
the White House he will have scarcely 
an idle moment. He began last night 
when he attended? a reception and a pri- 
vate dinner, then opened the Blind 
Workers’ Fair, reviewed the Seventy-first 
Regiment, attended a dinner of the Sixty- 
ninth Regiment Veterans, and then hur- 
ried on to another dinner of the Hun- 
garian Republican Glub. It was well after 
midnight before he rested. 

The President arrived here at 5 o'clock, 
coming from Washington over the Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad and disembarking

the President was coming, the hour of his 
arrival had been uncertain, so there were 
comparatively few persons awaiting him 
at the station. These tendered him a 
cheer, waved their hands, and bowed. The 
President acknowledged the greetings, but

Second Deputy Police Commissioner 
William J. Flynn, formerly in command 
of the Secret Service In this district, was 
waiting at the station with three detect- 
ives from Headquarters. There were sev- 
eral army and navy officers present also. 
They all acted as an escort to the Presi- 
dent on the short trip throught the sta- 
tion to his car, There were forty police- 
men on hand also, but as the crowd was 
1ot large they were not needed. 

The President's trip to the Waldorf-Ag- 
toria was to receive the jeweled badge of 
the Order of Foreign Wars, to which he 
recently was electec. The presentation 
was made in the grand ballroom. 

Commander Amory 8S. Carhart made a 
short speech, and. the President respond- 
ed briefly. The affair was more of an in- 
formal reception, however, than a formal 
function, There were no other speeches, 
and after he had expressed his apprecia- 
tion of and thanks for the honor the 
President moved about the room shaking 
hands with the 300-odd guests, among 
them many military and naval officers. 

The reception was short perforce, for 
the President, before opening the fair of 
the blind workers in the Metropolitan 
Opera House, was to dine at the home of 
Miss Winifred Holt, the friend of the 
blind, at 44 East Seventy-eighth Street. 
He arrived there at 6:20 o'clock. The 


dinner party consisted of twenty-nine per- 
sons, among, them the following:

After dinner the President went into 
the Metropolitan Opera House, where he 
opened the Blind Workers’ Exhibition, 
the chief object of his visit to town. He 
spoke to a crowded house onthe impor- 
tance of teaching the blind to live hap- 
Pily and usefuliy through work, saw 
blind boys and girls in athletic games, 
and passed out through a double line of 
sightless folk, with many of whom he 
exchanged greetings. 

He sped on by automobile to review 
the Seventy-first Regiment. The armory 
at Park Avenue and Thirty-fourth Street 
was decorated with the National colors 
and with colors of the regiment which 
had been carried through yarious engage- 
ments. So~ great was the crowd that 
sought this opportunity to see the Presi- 
dent that the doors of the armory were 
closed at 8:30 o'clock. 
filled to its utmost capacity then. 

Pending the arrival of the President a 
reception and review of veterans of the 
regiment who fought through the civil 
war was held. Gen. Edward A. McAlvpin, 
head of the veterans’ organization, was 
absent, however, owing to illness. 

The President arrived at the armory 
at 9:15 o’clock. The regiment was al- 
ready in formation on the floor. Presi- 
dent Taft was escorted to the box re- 
served for him bv Col. W. G. Bates of 
the Seventy-first Regiment, and his staff, 
in full dress uniform. In_the box was 
Mr. and Mrs. Henrv W. Taft, Gen. F. 
D. Grant, commanding the Department 
of the East, and his wife; Congressman 
Herbert Parsons, Rear Admiral Richard- 
son Clover, U. S. N.; Major Butt, and 
Francis P. Bent. 

When the President and his party en- 
tered, the spectators, more than 3,000 of 
them, rose in honor of the Chief Execu- 
tive’s entrance. Mr. Taft recognized the 
greeting with his accustomed happy smile 
and sweeping bow. Upon his taking his 
seat, the regiment was marched before 
him in company formation, preceded by 
the band. Then Col. Bates presented to 
the President a number of fxiends and 
many officers of the Seventy-first Regi- 
ment in the Colonel's rooms. 

Thence the Presidtnt and his party were 
driven to the Hotel Astor to the dinner of 
the Fighting Sixty-ninth. He reached the 
Astor at 10:02, and every diner of the 
more than”’700 present sprang to his feet 
when the President, smiling broadly, ap- 
peared between Supreme Court Justices 
McCall, the toastmaster, and Dowling, one 
of the later speakers. Three cheers were 
given for “ Bill’ Taft at the call of a 
dozen voices in the room, and then Justice 
McCall said: 

‘It is the custom in this poptnaws of 4 
ever American citizens are assembled, no 
matter what their religious belief, no 
matter what their political affiliations, to 
drink first of all a toast, standing, to the 
President of the United States.”’ 

Instantly the diners were again on their 
feet, the President rising also and bowing 
right and left-while the toast was drunk.

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MYSTERY OF NO, 204 
700 MUCH FOR LOBB 


Appraisers Also Unable to Ex- 























plain the Disappearance of 
a Bale of Tobacco. 





NO RECORD OF ITS GOING

Now the Importer Is Told He Must 
Not Only Stand the Loss, but Pay 
Duty on It as Weil. 








In the offices of the Appraisers’ ware- 
house, at Chistopher and Greenwich 
Streets, as well as in the offices of Col- 
lector Loeb himself, “The Mystery of 
No. 204"’ has been under discussion, off 
and on, for several months. It involves 
circumstances which have never happened 
before in the history of the United States 
Customs Servicé. 

‘What is your business with the Col- 
lector?"’ was asked of THE TIMES re- 
porter who went yesterday to discover 
the secret. 

‘204,’ he calmly replied. 

The man at the door knew what was 
meant and let the reporter into the inner 
chamber. There he encountered ‘two as- 
sistants to the Collector, who smiled when 
they heard the request. 

“ We admit 204 is missing, but that 1s all 
that we can tell,’’ said one. *‘ The Collect- 
or knows no more about it. It is simply 
lost, strayed, stolen.”’ 

C. A. Oberwager, a lawyer, at 203 
Broadway, however told the facts of the 
mystery. No. 204, he said, was an eighty- 
three-pound bale of tobacco which, not- 
withstanding the scrutinizing watch 
maintained in the Appraisers’ warehouse, 
from which no package of the smallest 
type can leave without being checked and 
approved of, was nevertheless carried out. 
It must have been handled by at least 
two men and carted away in a truck. 

“It's a long time ago,”’ he said, ‘‘ and 
I should think they ought to have it 
solved by this time. But they haven't, 
and the only thing that we could do, they 
told us, was to stand the loss and pay 
the duty on it. Can you beat that for a 
Government deal? I am going to draft 
a hill te be introduced inte Congress.and 
which will do away with such arbitrary 
proceedings. 

“On Sept. 4 last M. S. Arrue, a tobacco 
importer of 1 Front Street, received a 
shipment of six bales of tobacco from 
Cuba. He paid the duty on all of them, 
but one was taken to the Appraisers’ 
Stores for examination. That was No. 
204. When Mr. Arrue went to get the 
bale the storekeepers couldn't or 
wouldn't deliver it. He wrote to Henry 
M. Clapp, a Special Deputy Appraiser, 
saying that they would not deliver No. 
204 to him at the Appraisers’ Stores, and 
that started the investigation. Mr. Clapp 
did not reply until May 25, when. he re- 
ferred Mr. Arrue to the Collector of Cus- 
toms because, he said, his investigation 
showed that the bale was not received or 
examined at his office. 

‘Then Collector Loeb went after the 
mystery and, in his usual way, he did 
it thoroughly. He wrote a long letter to 
Mr. Arrue, dated Feb. 6, 1911, in which 
he explained everything except the mys- 
tery. Parts of this letter read: 

I regret fo report that it appears, after a 
careful investigation of the matter, that 
this bale disappeared while tn the customs 
custody, but a careful investigation by the 
Deputy Collector in charge of the Public 
Stores and a representative of the law dl- 
vision of this office, failed to establish with 
certainty the responsibility of this loss. 

I regret that this office has been unable 
to entirely stop the robberies in Public Store 
packages, but every effort is being made to 
apprehend those concerned therein, and any 
one caught pilfering the packages in the 
future will be criminally prosecuted, — 

Claims for the value af the bale ($100) and 
the duty, ($25.24,) us th-re ia no available 
appropriation from which : reimbursement 
can be made for any goods lost while in 


customs custody, and as the loss did not 
occur through casualty, cannot be refunded. 


“Notice that he says that theft is not 
a casualty,” the lawyer continued. “We 
didn’t care so much for the loss of the 
tobacco, but we certainly did feel ifite 
protesting the payment of duty on goods 
which we never got and for which the 


Government was responsible. 

“Consequently I went to Washington 
and saw James F. Curtis, First Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury in charge 
of the Customs Division. He referred me 
to Charles B. Montgomery, Chief of the 
Customs Bureau in Washington. 

“My tabkk with Mr. Montgomery led 
me to draft a bill which I intend to 
bring before Congress. Mr. Montgomery 
told me that his department had often 
asked Congress for a fund to provide for 
loss from theft from the Public Stores. 
but that Congress had every time refused 
to consider it. He told me that small 
thefts were not unusual, but that never 
hade«he heard of a big bale of tobacco 
being stolen. We said that he had talked 
with Mr. Toeb about the ‘mystery of 
4.’ and Mr. Loeb simply could not get 
it through his head how such a bulky 
thing as a bale of tobacco could be car- 
ried away without anybody seeing it.” 

Mr. Oberwager said that his bill was 
already well under way and that it pro.

Why Mr. Flynn, who has done yeoman 
service in clearing gamblers out of the 
city, should wish to abandon the work 
was a topic for discussion at Police Head- 
quarters last night. One explanation for 
his resignation which was much discussed 
was that Mayor Gaynor had only “ bor- 
rowed * Mr. Flynn from the Federal serv- 
ice, so to speak, and that the time had 
come now when he must be returned. | 

Why the time for Flynn’sreturn should 
be fixed as May 1, however, none was 
able to tell. It was recalled that only 
a day or two ago Mr. Flynn had had him- 
self appointed a probation officer In order 
thus to handle the gambling situation by 
having gamblers who pleaded guilty put 
under his charge. 

Although much work has been done 
along this line, the gambling situation in 
the city is by no means cleared up, and 
there was none at Police Headquarters 
last night who could explain Mr» Flynn's 
desire, in view of these facts, to sever his 
connection with the police forces. 

The one explanation accepted as being 


possibly sound was that Mr. Flynn felt. 


that he had not the fullest authoritv 
that he might desire, and that his work 
was being interfered with by the actions 
of his superiors. 

Commissioner Cropsey, of course, is the 
only police official having authority in 
excess of that of Mr. Flynn. It was in- 
timated freely at Headquarters that the 
couple had not got along any too well 


in the months during which they have 
been closely associated.

and simple, to take charge of the Detect- 
ive KBureau, and to devote the talents 
that had earned him fame and réputation 
in the Federal service to the suppression 
and ‘letection of crime here. 

At that time the so-called ‘Vice Squad 
was.-under command of Deputy Commis- 
sioner Clement J. Driscoll, and Mr. Flyaun 
was left free to care for the work of the 
Detective Bureau. It was not long, how- 
ever, before Mr. Driscoll was removed 
from command of the Vice Squad, and it 
has since been in charge of Mr. Flynn. 

Such work as Spying out pool rooms and 
gambling houses and then descending on 
them as soldicrs might on a fort is some- 
thing that Mr. Flynn never was called 
upon to do In the Fedéral service and 
something, it was said, which the Com- 
missioner did not especially wish to do. 

Whether it may be dissatisfaction with 
these conditions that caused Mr. Flynn's 
resignation may never be known. He 
himself declines to talk and he has for- 
bidden his friends to speak for him. 

One fact was recalled, however, by ojd- 
timers ut Police Headquarters last night: 
it was that Commissioner Driscoll lost 
‘on.mand of his Vice Squad soon after a 
raid on the Hesper Club, the Sullivan 
stronghold in Second Avenue and the 
biggest bockmakers’ club in the city.

Flynn’s Detective Record, 

Mr. Flynn was appointed Second Dep- 
uty Police Commissioner and Chief of the 
Detective Bureau on Oct. °0, 1910. Since 
that time Mr. Flynn has been recognized 
a competent police official, and hag 
demonstrated his ability © cope success- 
fully with the Italiam criminals of the 


city. He was'tthe first New York deteo- 
tive to catch a kidnapped child in the 
possession ot the kidnappers.

MAYOR RIDICULES CRIME TALK. 


Defends His Police Policy to Grand 
Jury—Says Graft Is About Ended. 


Mayor Gaynor was a voluntary witness 
for more than an hour vesterday before 
the Grand Jury, ‘which is investigating 
vice and police conditions. He ridiculed 
the idea that there is a “crime wave,” 
or that the police force is demoralized. 
He made a strong defense of his ad 
far as the police 
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conoerned, and urged that in many ways 
he had brought the department to a high- 
er state of efficiency than it had had 
in many years. 

The Mayor arrived at the Criminal 
Court Building about 3 P. M. in com- 
pany with George Gordon Battle, who 
has been retained by the District Attor- 
ney as a special prosecutor, and who went 
to the City Hall to meet him. They were 
met at the entrance to the Grand Jury 
room by District Attorney Whitman, who 
shook hands cordially. 

“We are having some distinguished 
visitors these days,’’ the District Attorney 
remarked. ‘“‘ Yesterday it was Andrew 
Carmegie, and to-day it is the Mayor of 
New York.”’ 

‘ * Yes,’’ replied the Mayor dryly, ‘‘ I read 
in the newspapers what Mr. Carnegie tes- 
tified about before the Grand Jury.” 

What the Mayor told the Grand Jury 
was reported afterward to be in sub- 
stance his public utterances on police 
matters. Some people were trying to run 
the Mayor, but they hadn’t been able to 
do it. The Mayor had already done some 
heavy work in connection with the Police 
Department, but he had had to do it 
slowly. Many good results had already 
been accomplished. He ought to receive 
congratulations for what had already been 
done instead of carping criticism. He had 
gone about the work of reforming the de- 
partment in a systematic way and con- 
sidered that a very fair start had been 
made. 

The most striking reform was the matter 
of eliminating graft from the department. 
The Mayor felt sure that there was little 
gambling going on, and that the present 
crusade on the gamblers will result in 
closing up every gambling resort in the 
city. Regarding excise conditions, they 
were never better. There are fewer viola- 
‘tions of the excise law at the present 
time, he thought, that at any time within 
his recollection. In those cases where 
violations do occur and the police do not 
make arrests he thought it was due more 
to the weakness of human nature than to 
graft. 

The city Is not experiencing a crime 
wave, is reported to have been the May- 
or’s contention. Rather there is a marked 
absence of crime. It was a matter for 
congratulation that there had been a de- 
cided return to conditions where personal 
liberty was being guaranteed. This was 
what the law originally intended. The 
police have teen made to fecl that they 
are the servants rather than the masters. 
Protection of personal liberty was the 
first and most important part of police 
duty, in the Mayor's opinior 

According to report, the Mayor went 
into particulars regarding his plan of 
stripping special policemen of authority, 
explaining that he had taken this course 
because of many complaints that special 
policemen were using authority to graft 
and assault people. Deputy Commiuission- 
er Driscoll has been reported as saying 
that specia] policemen were withdrawn 
everywhere except from the Interborough 
and the Brooklyn Rapid Transit com- 
panies. The Mayor denied that such was 
the case. 

The Mayor was asked why Police Com- 
missioner Cropsey had delayed handing 
down a decision in the case of Inspector 
John J. O’Brien, who was tried for fail- 
ing to clean up Coney fsiand last Sum- 
mer. He replied that the O’Brien case 
Was purely a departmental matter, and 
that he knew nothing whatever about it. 

The Mavor was examined for the most 
part by, District Attorney Whitman him- 
self.

PRESS GETS RECOGNITION 





De la Barra Speaks to Its Representa- 
tives—Asks Denunciation of Killing 
of Spaniards—Hopes for Peace.

MEXICO CITY, April 26.—All depart- 
ments of the Government are marking 
time to-day, with the exception of the 
legislative branch, whose committees 
are everywhere and all pervasive. 

The Committee on Educational Mat- 
ers is conferring with Sefior Vera Es- 
tanol, the new Minister of Education. 
It is alleged that the new Minister 
found a few hours after his induction 
into office thut one-half of the school 
teachers on the Federal district’s pay- 
roll have no corporal existence. 

Another committee was with Minister 
Cosio at the War Office to-day asking 
questions in regard to the deficiencies 
in the Federal army organization, re- 
vealed by the recent operations. 

While I applauded the awakening of 
the Deputies yesterday, to-day I suf- 
fered from it. When the hour came for 
my appointment with Minister Liman- 
tour, a committee of Congress filed in 
wanting to talk finance, and Sefor 
Limantour said to me: “A new era 
Congress will have to take precedence 
over the foreign press.”” So I cannot 
give you the benefit of the Finance 
Minister’s impressions to-day. 

Protest Sent to London. 

Official announcement was made this 
afternoon of the fact sent by me to 
THe New YorK TIMES several days 
ago that Mexico had protested in a 
formal but friendly way against the 
landing of British marines at San Quin- 
tin, Lower California. This and the 
atrocious murder of six Spaniards by 
rebels in the State of Puebla are sen- 
sations enough for one day. The streets 
are delirious with newsboys shouting 
extras and extraordinarios. 

In default of official announcements, 
those who like to prophesy and have 
done so with some success recently say 
that Leredo or Nuevo Laredo, across 
the Rio Grande, is to be the scene of 
the peace negotiations with the revolu- 
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terms, and while a protest was made and 
the rights of Mexico were maintained, ‘‘ It 
was done in such a manner as to show 
the consideration this Government wishes 
always to have for the British Govern- 
ment, and In accordance with the existing 
friendly and cordial! relations.’’ :

Capt. Vivian of the Shearwater on April 
11 landed thirty men and a’ Maxim gun 
at San Quintin to protect that town from 
what was represénted to be a threatened 
attack by Mexican insurgents. The revo- 
lutionary movement did not materialize 
and the marines with their guns were 
withdrawn. This was the first actual 
landing of foreign forces on Mexican soil 
in connection with the present rebellion. 

Capt, Vivian has been quoted as saying 
that he acted upon the written request of 
two Mexican Government officers, who 
said their lives were in danger. This re- 
quest, he added, was supplemented by a 
Similar appea? for the protection of. their 
property by two British residents and one 
American. 


REBELS KILL SIX SPANIARDS. 








Charge That Information of Their 
Whereabouts Was Given to Federals. 


‘ MEXICO CITY, April 26.—Six Spaniards 
were shot and killed on Monday at the 
Hacienda Atencingo, in the State of Pu- 
ebla, by a small band of rebels following 
their refusal to contribute 5,000 pesos to 
the insurgent. cause. Atencingo is the 
hacienda where the rebels some days ago 
secured a quantity of rifles, considerable 
ammunition, and 25,000 pesos. On ac- 
count of that loss the owner of the ha- 
clenda, Angel Diaz Rubin, a Spaniard, 
announced his intention of demanding in- 
demnity. 

The band of rebels on Monday entered 
a house where nine employes were as- 
sembled. The rebels demanded money and 
were refused. They then attacked the 
Spaniards with machetes and drove them 
from the house, crying out, ‘‘ Run, for we 
are going to shoot you!"’ As they ran 
six of the Spaniards dropped with bullets 
in their bodies.

TO HELP STEEL WORKERS. 


Welfare Committee Named After 
Judg Gary’s Luncheon. 








Members of the American Iron and 
Steel Institute, after a luncheon at the 
Railroad Club yesterday as the guests of 
Judge Elbert, H.. Gary, appointed a com- 
mittee to investigate living conditions 
among the steel workers. Judge Gary 
said after the luncheon that the matter 
of steel prices had not come up, and that 
the institute members had confined their 
talk almost entirely to ‘‘ welfare prob- 
lems.”’ 

The Committee on ‘ Welfare,” which 
Was appointed temporarily until a per- 
manent committee can be chosen, con- 
sists of W. B. Schillar, President of the 
National Fruit Company of Pittsburg; E. 
A. S. Clarke, President of the Lackawanna 
Steel Company; J. A. Topping, Chairman 
of the Republic Iron and Steel Company; 
Charles M. Schwab, President of ths 
‘Bethlehem Steel Corporation, and Judge 
Gary. — 

The discussion after the luncheon con- 
cerned itself chiefly with ways and means 
of permitting an eight-hour day in every 
branch of the steel industry. One of the 
paramount difficulties in allowing it has 
been the length of time required to com- 
plete certain processes in steel making. 
It has always been considered necessary 
that the workmen engaged in these pro- 
cesses should see them through from 
beginning to erd. Another probler which 
the committee will take up will be the 


working out of a six-day week for steel 
workers, making a weekly day off pos- 
gible for every grade of workmen in the 
industry.

The Minister's speech was vibrant 
with emotion and made a great impres- 
sion upon all his hearers. 

In regard to the peace negotiations 
he went on to say that the armistice 
had been renewed for five days, and 
before the expiration of that time, he 
hoped to announce the basic principles 
upon which definitive negotiations 
would be continued. He hoped to-mor- 
row or next day to announce the names 
of the Federal Commissioners and the 
place of meeting. 

He confessed to a feeling of growing 
optimism. The Government, Yrom the 
President down, he assured his hear- 
ers, was willing to make any personal 
sacrifice, if such it could be called, to 
save the country from fratricidal 
strife. In the last few hours he had 
begun to think, and believed, not with- 
out reason, that Sefior Madero and his 
friends were animated by the same 
spirit. If the event proved this to be 
the case, all would be well and the 
clouds which were still hanging over 
the horizon, though not nearly of such 
sombre hues as they were ten days ago, 
would quickly and entirely vanish. 





PROTEST SENT TO LONDON. 


Naval Commander Declared to Have 
Interfered in Mexican Affairs. 


LONDON, April 26.—The Mexican Gov- 
ernment has communicated to the British 
Foreign Office a formal protest against 
the action of Capt. Vivian of the British 
sloop Shearwater in landing marines at 
San Quintin, Lower California, which 


action is described as an interference in 
the internal affairs of Mexico. 

Announcement to.this effect was made 
in a very brief dispatch received at the

Insurrectos Fear That It May Preju- 
dice the Negotiations, 


EL PASO, April 26.—Francisco I. Ma- 
dero, Jr., the Mexican insurrecto leader, 


to-day reiterated his expressed willingness 
to extend the existing armistice when it 
expires on Friday if peace negotiations 
appear to be under way. 

Madero, discussing peace prospects at 
his hotel jn Juarez, also stated that rail- 
roads leading south out of Juarez would 
not be repaired pending the conclusion of 
the armistice unless they were in the 
hands of the insurrectos. 

The repairing of the road between 
Juarez and Chihuahua in particular, 
said, would afford @ means of bringing 
Federal reinforcements to Juarez if the 
peace negotiations should fail. He igs will- 
ing, however, that repairs be made to the 
track of the Mexico Northwestern Rail- 
road, which is being operated by the in- 
surrectos to q point within twelve miles 
of Juarez. 

It developed to-day that peace nego- 
tiations are proceeding by telegraph be- 
tween Madero’s camp and the City of 
Mexico in order to leave for the Commis- 
sioners little but technical work, and that 
the revolutionists’ view with some alarm 
the announcement that Gen. Bernardo 
Reyes is to return from Paris.

INDIANAPOLIS, April 26.—Impressions 
that the kidnapping charges brought 
against the men involved in the removal 
of John J. McNamara from this city to 
Los Angeles were not really serious are 
not borne out by developments of to-day. 
Prosecuting Attorney Frank P. Baker and 
other lawyers declared that the Indiang 
law plainly made illegal the proceedings 
to take McNamara away to answer 
Charges of complicity in the blowing up 
of The Los Angeles Times. He indicated 
that he would press for indictments 
against William J. Burns, the detective; 
Walter Drew, of counsel for the’ National 
Erectors’ Association, and W. J. Ford 
and J. A. G. Badorf of Los Angeles, who 
were held in heavy bail yesterday. It is 
also possible that Police Judge James A. 
Collins, who delivered McNamara into the 
hands of Burns’s men, will be involved. 

It was said to-night that at least two 
members of the Grand Jury would stand 
out against indicting the men, but labor 
leaders declared that if no indictments 
were brought they would file information 
in the criminal courts and force trials. 

Mr. Baker and others to-day cited the 
various sections of the law bearing on the 
case.

TAXED WITH THEFT, HE FIRED 


Mrs. Losstrom’s Life Saved by a Cor- 
set Steel—Her Assailant a Suicide. 





Tenants in the apartment Rouse at 600 
East 182d Street were startled by the 
screams of a woman and the reports of 
several revolver shots late yesterday 
afternoon. The sounds came from the 
flat of Mr. and Mrs. Oscar Losstrom, and 


neighbors tried to get in, but found the { 


door locked. From within came the moans 

of a. woman and the shrill cries of Mrs. 

Losstrom’s three-year-old son, Ivan. 
Policeman McCauley of the Tremont 


Station, whom the neighbors summoned, J 


went up on the. fire escape from another 
flat and smashed a window of the Los- 
strom home. Within he found Mrs. Los- 
strom, her son clasped in her arms, lying 
on the floor. She had a bullet wound in 
the right breast. On the floor of another 
room. lay the body of Leonard Jensen, 
who had boarded with Mr. and Mrs. Los- 
strom. He had a bullet wound in the 
right temple and was dead. 


Dr. Sheridan, who was called from Ford- | 


ham Hospital, found that Mrs. Losstrom’s 
wound was no more than an abrasion of 
the flesh, a corset steel having turned the 
bullet, which otherwise would have passed 
through her body. So near had the 
weapon been held that there were powder 
marks on her shirtwaist. 

Mrs. Losstrom saiq that Jensen had 
boarded with her and her husband for sev- 
eral years. Two weeks ago, however, Mr. 
Losstrom had ordered him to leave, as he 
had not paid for his board for several 
weeks. After Jensen had left Mrs. Los- 
strom noticed that $50 had disappeared 


from a pocketbook which she kept in a; 


‘bureau drawer. When Jensen called yes- 
terday, she taxed him with the theft of 
the money. 

The man had been drinking, said Mrs. 
Losstrom, and presently he drew a reé- 
volver and threatened to kill her. She 
screamed, and he fired three shots at her, 


only one of which struck her. Then, as 
she fell from the force of the bullet, he 
ran into a bedroom and shot himself.

Crowded Opera House Hears 
Him Praise Teaching That Ends 
Slavery for Sightless. 








BLIND YOUTH PLAY FOR HIM 





President Passes Out Through the 
Lines of Those Who “See” Him 
Not with Eyes. 





Three hundred blind children on the 
stage of the Metropolitan Opera House 
smiled and cheered when President Taft 
caine among them last night to open for- 
mally the blind workers’ exhibition. He 
spcke to them and to enough of their 
friends who could see to fill the Opera 
House about the National problem of 
blirdness and the support the work be- 
ing done in this city deserves from all 
good citizens. 

A reception committee of blind men and 
women met the President at the stage 
door and escorted him to a chair made 
especially for him by a blind workman. 
He listened to violin selections by @ 
tlind musician and to organ and vocal 
‘selections by blind artists. While he spoke 
a blind stenographer ‘‘ took notes’’ on 4 
specially prepared machine, and after he 
tad concluded he watched blind boys turn 
hand-springs and play leap-frog. 

The exhibit wijl continue at the Opera 
House with aft rnoon and evening pro- 
grammes until Saturday, It was ar- 
ranged by Miss Winifred Holt, Secretary 
ef the New York Association for the 
Blind, who sat at the President’s left, 
and had entertained him at dinner be- 
fore the opening of the exhibition.

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Prevention and Education, 


‘‘In the first place, this association has 
directed its attention to the prevention of 
blindness, The statistics seem to show 
that from 25 per cent. to 50 per cent. of 
the present blindness is preventable; that 
infantile ophthalmia, which ensues on the 


birth of the child. may be completely 
cured by the administration of a very 
simple remedy. The successful efforts of 
this association to improve the midwifery 
and to provide the specific remedy at the 
time of the birth of children is most 
highly to be commended. Then the kinder- 
garten for the blind should be encouraged. 
This co-operates with the association, 
rescues the poor blind children under 
school age from imbecile and idiot asy- 
lums, and gives them opportunity to show 
that their minds are not defective and 
thus saves a number who would other- 
wise seem hopelessly deficient to become 
fully developed by the influences of pri- 
mary and secondary education. 

“Then comes the education of the 
blind. Through the good offices of this 
association New York City has now as- 
sumed an obligation to give to the blind 
children the benefit of public instruc- 
tion. and the fact that they are @on- 
stantly with children. who see—study with 
them and play with them—gives to the 
blind boys and girls a share in the com- 
mon life of all the children that seems to 
soften the asperity of their lot. 

‘The present is a period for spreading 
vocational schools. The movement 
toward preparing boys and girls for life’s 
work in connection with their primary 
and secondary education, so that they 
may have some trade or business or oc- 
cupation taught them in boyhood as a 
part of and in connection with their 
general education, has become strgnger 
and stronger of late and must be re- 
garded as one of the great progressive 
steps of the present decade, 

‘The New York Association. for the 
Blind has promoted the teaching of blind 
pupils the trades and occupations for 
which they are best adapted, but beyond 
this at least half of those who become 
blind after birth become blind as adults 
after they have learned their trades or 
hstudied their professions, and they must 
be fitted to adopt some new calling in life 
ar jetty can be prosecuted without ‘the use 
of eyes. 


A Unique Work Started Here. 


“It is to these unfortunates that the 
New York Association for the Blind had 
devoted its most earnest and helpful con- 
sideration. It has shown by this distinct 


service that it is possible to teach those 
who have lost their aight even after mid- 
dle-age the work of their hands, or their 
minds in unison with their hands, 80 
that the work done shall let light into 
their souls and happiness into their lives. 

‘Most of the public institutions which. 
we know—and there are some férty in the 
various States—are devoted to giving edu- 
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to new and possible occupations in life 
these, who, after middle life, have lost 
their sight is confined, so far as I know, 
to the New York Association for the 
Blind, and to similar associations estab- 
lished under its infiuence. 

** There are in New York Gity 2,300 blind 
persons, or one for every thousand of the 
population. This ought to be greatly re- 
duced by enforcing a proper method of 
treatment for iniantile ophthalmia. Of 
the remainder, those of school age should 
be properly taught in the public schools. 
They are unfortunate, but they are none 
the less entitled to share in the system 
of public instruction, whieh purports to 
offer equal opportunity to all children. 
By increase in.the power and scope of 
this'New York: Association for the Blind 
all that are left of those 2,200, to wit, 
the adults upon whom blindnes -s has fal- 
len after they have attained manhood or 
womanhood, should be enabled to live 
happier lives by a training in mental and 
physical work which shall occupy their 
minds, stimulate their energies, and re- 
lieve them as much as possible of that 
sense of dependence, a 5 Ba pa and 
hopelessness which makes their lives dis- 
mal or unendurable. 

“All honor then to the Holt sisters, who 
have had so much.to do with the found- 
ing of this association, and have brought 
it forward in ‘four years to its present 
state of usefulness. May the good and 
generous people of New York, who are 
appealed to to support so many good 
eauses, add to their list of contributions 
substantial sums for the carrying forward 
of this great work, not of mere charity to 
the helpless, but of aid to the self-help 
of those who have the heavy burden of 
blindness to carry. Miss Holt has called 
me here, and I have responded, because 
such is the nature ofthe work she is 
doing that she is entitled to the voice of 
every lover of his kind in effecting her 
purpose. 

Letter From Helen Keller. 

From Heljen Keller, who could not come 
to the exhibition, Miss Winifred Holt read 
a ictter of greeting in which the famous 
blind girl praised the work of the associa- 
tion, and said also: 

“Ten years ago all that was. known 
about the blind was locked up in Iinstitu- 
tions. Now they have come forth from 
cloistered seclusion and have become your 
fellow-citizens. 

‘*T have been happy playing with ten 
hlind children, but I am happier in the 
thought that my sightless successor will 
be playing with ten who see. Your chil- 
dren's children will have a still more 
beautiful experiencé, for they will live 
in a vorld where eves are not wasted 
and where capable hands are not allowed 
ta lie idle. Your grandchildren wiil re- 
fuse to isolate the blind, and there will 
be so few of them that blind children 
may again become objects of wonder and 
curiosity. But now, when blind boys amd 
girls are all to common the public ought 
to make their education a matter of uni- 
versal knowledge and intelligent sym- 
pathy.”’

Robert A. Franks, confidential agent for 


Andrew Carnegie, was before the Grand} 


Jury yesterday to explain the active in- 
terest he took in the affairs of the Car- 
negie Trust Company after Mr. Carnegie 
loaned $2,100,000 to William J. Cummins 
and his associates. Mr. Franks corrob- 
orated many of the statements made on 
Tuesday by Mr. Carnegie, but it was 
learned that Mr. Franks differed with 
his employer concerning the purpose for 
which the $2,100,000 was loaned by Mr. 
Carnegie early in 1910. 

As Mr. Carnegie explained the loan it 
was to enable the Cummins syndicate to 
put through the merger of the Carnegie 
Trust with the Van Norden Trust, the 

Twelfth, and the Nineteenth Ward Banks. 
Mr. Franks said yesterday that the loan 
was primarily to enable Cummins and his 
associates to relieve the Carnegie Trust 
Company from financial embarrassment, 
the proposed merger being secondary. 

Immediately after the loan was made 
Mr. Franks began to take an active 
interest in the affairs of the Carnegie 
Trust, as he knew that Mr. Carnegies 
only hope of getting all his money back 
was to keep the trust company afloat. 
Mr. Franks said he made many visits to 
Cummins, -and had several conferences 
with State Superintendent of Banks 
Cheney, as to the ate of the trust com- 
pany’s finances. Franks may have 
given the State Banking Department as- 
surances that Mr. Carnegie. would be 
willing to aid the trust company further 
if the worst came to the worst, but neither 
Mr. Carnegie nor Mr.:.Franks ever com- 
mitted themselves in writing. 


Cheney to Be Called. 


Contrary to first revorts, State Bank- 
ing Superintendent Cheney will be in- 
vited by the Grand Jury to appear before 
it soon and explain his attitude in 
lowing the Carnegie Trust to remain open 
several months after the capital of 
institution had been impaired.

The question of contempt was 
argued at length before the Senate to- 
day with the result that the arrest of 
the men was voted. 

immediately following the reading of 
the journal in the Senate Chairman Helin 
moved that the Senate bribery commit- 
tee Ss report of yesterday be adopted. 

Attorney John J. Healy of the bribery 
committee opened the arguments by ex- 
plaining the terms of the resolution under 
which the committee was instructed to 
investigate bribery charges made against 
certain members of the Legislature. Mr. 
Healy said the Senate had full anthority 
by it tself or its committee to examine and 
command all witnesses within the State 
to testify under oath and to compel them 
to produce any papers or @ocuments that 
might be requested. Mr. Healy further 
said that no witnesses testifying before 
the bribery committee could be impris- 
oned or charged with any criminal of- 
fense. 

Former Judge Sears of Chicago, repre- 
senting Tilden, Benedict, and Cummings, 
followed Mr. Healy. Mr. Sears assured 
the Senate that Mr. Tilden was willing to 
do ail he could to aid the committee, “put 
that he (Tilden) felt he had a constitu- 
tional right to refuse to turn over to the 
committee his personal checking accounts 
and papers 

‘Mr. Tilden has testified under oath,” 
declared Mr. Sears, ‘‘ that not an item in 
his personal or business accounts had any 
reference to the inquiry. That is suffi- 
cient. The commitjee has that testimony, 
and [| believe thatBis all that should be 
asked of him.” 3 

Lieut. Gov. John G. Oglesby,. following 
the adoption of the bribery committee's

B. R. T. Offer Puts City in Posi- 
tion to Make the Best Business 
Deal, McAneny Asserts. 








INTERBOROUGH STANDING PAT 





Gaynor’s Speech Had to Dowith City’s, 
Not 
City Conferrees Meet To-day. 


Interborough’s, iIntentions— 





President McAneny of Manhattan, 
Chairman of the Transit Committee of-the 
Board of Estimate, made yesterday a 
statement ihdicating the course that the 
subway negotiations would likely take in 
the light of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
offer, and declaring that a final solution 
would be reached within two or three 
weeks. 

At the same “time Mayor Gaynor, in a 
talk to reporters, explained certain asSser- 
tions which he made in his speech on 
Tuesday which have been construed as 
implying knowledge on his part that the 
Interborough had a new subway offer 
under way. These assertions, the Mayor 
I said, referred to the shape in which the 
Interborough'’s pending offer would be 
when it came out of the hands of the 
Joint Conference Committee of city of- 
ficials. He did not volunteer any informa- 
tion as to the intention of the Interbor- 
ough, either in the matter of departing 
from their Broadway ultimatum. or of 
granting modifications of their pending 
offer, or of submitting a new offer. . 

The impression was strengthened yes- 
terday that the Interborough proposed to 
stand pat. President Shonts sent out word 
to a reporter that he had nothing to say, 
and another prominent Director of the 
Interborough declined to say whether or 
not the company proposed to recede in 
any particular. Mayor Gaynor, in the 
course of his talk with the reporters, made 
several criticisms of the Brooklyn Rapid 
| Transit offer, notably that the Bronx lines 
| were classed as extensions, and that it did 
| not include a subway down Seventh Ave-

past the Pennsylvania Station. The 
| Pennsylvania Railroad interests, he de- 
clared, were muuch concerned over the ab- 
sence of transit facilities under which 
their station suffers. 

Mayor Gaynor indicated that he was dis- 
posed concede the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit entrance to Manhattan through 
the Centre Street loop subway, and then 
said that he understood that many persons 
were opposed to admitting the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit to Broadway. This remark, 
in the light of his speech of Tuesday, was 
taken as indicating that he would support 
the Interborough in its Broadway ultima- 
tum, when the line-up comes in the Board 
of Estimate. The stand the Interborough 
has taken in this particular precludes the 
treatment of the Interborough and the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit offers as comple- 
mental, for while the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit still expresses its willingness to 
limit its lines to those embraced in its 
ofter of March 2, the occupancy of Broad- 
Way and Seventh Avenue to Fifty-ninth 
Street figures as a necessary condition of 
both its offers.

Mr. MeAneny’'s Views. 
Mr. McAneny’s statement follows: 
“ The amended offer the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company as presented by 
Col. Williams yesterday contains many 
points In the city’s favor which were con- 


ceded by the representatives of the B. R. 
T. as the result of conferences with the 
committee of the Board of Estimate and 
tne Public Service Commission. The prop- 
Osition of the Brooklyn company, as now 
outlined, presents, to my mind, the re- 
alization of lively and desirable compe- 
tition in the bidding for the operation of 
future rapid transit lines. At the same 
time, it provides the city with an alter- 
native to the Interborough preposition 
Which will assure a comprehenSive de- 
velopment of future facilities if the city 
and the Interborough fail to come to- 
gether on the proposed modifications of 
the Interborough’s offer. 

‘It may be well to point out at this 
time the course which the developments 
of the next fortnight are likely to take. 
Now that the Brooklyn company has 
formally stated its position it should not, 
in my judgment, require any appreciable 
time to complete any explanations af its 
offer which the officials of that company 
may wish to make to the city’s confer- 
rees. Inasmuch as the conferences with 
the Interborough representatives covered 
the entire ground of the suggested modi- 
fications of its plan, there need be no de- 
lay in submitting to the Interborough the 
list of proposed modifications suggested 
on behalf of the city. 

‘For the same reason, namely, that the 
representatives of the Interborough have 
thrashed out the questions which must 
unaerly ary such modifications, I believe 
that the city ts in a position to expect 
an answer from that company without 
any further delay. When such an an- 
swer shal have been received the Con- 
ference Committee of the Board of Esti- 
mate will be in a position to frame its 
report and recommendations to the board. 
The rraterial for very much of its report 
is obviously already in hand as the result 
of the negotiations of the last three 
months,

' City in Strongest Position. 


“T expect to be able to return to my 
office the first of the week. and I am 
sure that all of the public officials who 
have been co-operating in this matter 
are as anxious to attain a speedy con- 
clusion as I am. In what I have said, I 
have sought to make it clear that the 
subway competition ts still broadly open, 
but now that we are in process of get- 
ting all of the facts before us with re- 
spect to the disposition of two responsible 
bicders, the city is in a stronger position 
than ever béfore to secure the best bar- 
gain for itself as the result of these bids, 
or of any other bids vet to be received. 
I believe that the next two or three weeks 
will see a final determination of this most 
important question. 

“‘In this connection I believe it is fair 
to the city’s conferrees to recall the fact 
that the conclusion reached will affect the 
development of the city’s physical plan, 
the course of its finances, and, even, very 
possibly, the inter-relation of its political 
and social affairs for generations to come. 
It certainiy would have been a hazardous 
thing to have submitted such a question 
to the snap judgments that might have 
been reached three months ago. If my 
committee had been willing to give the 
contract to the Interborough Rapid Tran- 
sit Company on its own terms a settle- 
ment might have béen reached, not in 
ninety days, but in nine. 

“The committee, however, has acted 
upon a different theory. It believed and 
still believes that the city is not in the 
position of being compelled to take what 
any one may be willing to give it, either 
in the matter of routing the Mnes or in 
that of fixing the operating terms. I, for 
one, have’ always felt that the city should 
make its #wn transit plan, placing in- 
dividual routes where they will do the 
most good and not necessarily with ref- 
erence to théir earning capacity alone 
nor to their relation to enterprises in real 
estate. ; 


Getting the Best for the City. 
‘When the routes are fixed there are 
valuable franchises to offer, and it is a 


more fitting thing, in my judgment, that 
the city -should do the offering, taking 


the best business deal it can get as @ 
basis of operation, ang that it should 
not necessarily shape its plans according 
merely to the first offers of those who 
seek to operate. The committee deter- 
mined, in short, to get the best that it 
could for the city, and has never doubted 
the city’s ability to carry its share of 
the financing for whatever plan may be 
adopted. 

“The course which I advocated when 
the question was raised in the Board of 
Estimate last December, whether the 
board should in general commit iteelf to 
the Interbdoroughb offer or should exclude 
the possibility of considering that offer, 
or should undertake negotiations on the 
basis of a field open for the consideration 
of any or all offers made to the city was 
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my committee has acted. The committee 
was appointed on Jan, 26, three months 
ago to-day. it held its first session with 
the Public Service Commission on the day 
following, and has held forty sessions 
since that time, 

‘“Eivery phase and detail of the Inter- 
borough Subway proposition, as well as 
the supplemental proposition for the ex- 
tension and third tracking of the elevated 
lines, has been examined minutely. The 
pros and cons with relation to the various 
modifications proposed by ourselves and 
by other members of the Board of Bsti- 
mate have been argued in all of their 
bearings. While the negotiations with the 
Interborough were in progress the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit presented its plan for 
linking the Brooklyn lines with. Man- 
hattan by way of the Centre Street and 
Broadway subway loops. 

‘‘ When the Interborough let it be known 
that it would withdraw its offer if the 
Brooklyn company were given access to 
Broadway it seemed eminently proper to 
the committee to develop the competitive 
element in the situation and to encourage 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit to expand its 
proposition. The results are now pretty 
well known. And, in view of these re- 
sults, I am obliged to hold, with due re- 
spect to the dissenting opinion of eminent 
gentlemen who called on the Mayor yes- 
terday, that the three months have not 
been misspent, but that the city has ob- 
tained value for every day and every 
hour the subway negotiations have con- 
sumed.,”’ 


Important Conference To-day. 


A conference of members of the Public 
Service Commission and the Board of 
Estimate Transit Committee will be held 
to-day at the house of Mr. McAneny, 
and it is probable that Col. Williams may 


be asked to attend some part of this 
session and conclude the explanation of 
the points covered by Tuesday’s letter. 
Yesterday there was some discussion of 
the terms on which the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit proposed to be recompensed for 
the use of its elevated lines embraced in 
the Brooklyn Union Elevated System. 
which under its offer are to be tied into 
the.general operating scheme. 

The company’s offer states that after 
operating expenses are paid the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit shall receive out of the 
general fund into which all the earnings on 
the whole system are turned an amount 
equal to its elevated net earnings for the 


last preceding year before the general } 


system is put into operation. In quarters 
friendly to the Interborough it was sug- 
gested that that company might be willing 
to have the receipts .over its Subways 
present and extended put into one general 
fund if it could receive, after the operating 
expenses had been paid, an amount equal! 
to its net earnings for the last year pre- 
ceding the commencement of operation on 
the enlarged basis. 

It was pointed out, however, that the 
net earnings on the Brooklyn Union Ele- 
vated lines last year were equivalent to a 
little less than 6 per cent. on the com.- 
pany’s actual expenditure on those lines, 
and that the net earnings of the Inter- 
borough Subway equaled 17.2 per cent. on 
the company’s investment. ‘

TOO GOOD FOR THE CENTRAL 
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Controller Asks Why City Should Build 
an Elevated for One Road—*“ Grab 
and a Steal,” Asserts Another. 





Dock Commissioner Tomkins had an 
uncomforable time at the continued hear- 
ing yesterday before the Board of Esti- 
mate’s West Side Track Removal Com- 
mittee on his plan for an elevated joint 
freight terminal. Nearly every one took 
a rap at the scheme. Several of the 
speakers declared that the Commissioner 
seemed anxious to cater* solely to the 
wants of the New York Central. 

The majority of the committee has re- 


ported in favor of the depression of the | 


Central's tracks. Controller Prendergast, 
& rember of the majority, turned to the 
Commissioner yesterday and. asked: 
“Why do you want to give the Central 
just what it wants? It represents less 
than 20 per cent. of the carrying capacity 
of all the-roads entering the city. Why 
should we build an elevated road for this 
faction of one-fifth while the other four- 
fifths say they do not want it.’’ 

The Commissioner replied that he was 
considering the traffic of the port in gen- 
eral. 

“Then why give so much consideration 
to the Central?’’ persisted President 
Mitchel of the Board of Aldermen, also a 
member of the majority. 

“This elevated structure 
of my whole scheme for 
improvement,’’ replied the 

Reginald P. Bolton, 
Washington Heights Taxpayers’ Asso- 
clation, declared that the city couldn’t 
afford the expenditure of $100,000,000 for 
the improvement. 

“The cost of this elevated structure is 
estimated at only $8,000,000,"" put in Com- 
missioner Tomkins, 

* But you just said that it is only part 
replied Mr. Bol- 
ton. “‘‘ Furthermore, I do not believe you 
have any right to force your personal 
views as against the opinion of the ma- 
jority of the committee of which you are 
@ merrber.”’ 

Dr. Edward 
the Greenwich Village Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciation, declared: ‘* This elevated rall- 
read is nothing more than the old West 
Street grab, and it is a steal pure and 
simple.”’ 

Frank Joyce of the Central Federated 
Union gaid that the 300,000 members of 
his organization were against Mr. Tom- 
kins’s plan and in favor of the depression 
of the tracks. ‘“‘If you adopt the ma- 
jority report,’’ said he, “it will bring re- 
lief and joy to the citizens of the neigh- 
borhood within six months. The other 
scheme is a New York Central proposi- 
tion solely, and has no regard for any 
other road that comes into the city. The 
city wiM build the road and the Central 
will control it.”’ 

W. G. PoNock, the head of the Marine 
Department of the Central, spoke against 
that part of the majority plan which pro- 
peses the discontinuance of the lower sec- 
tion of the present tracks and the han- 
dling of the freight by water. ‘* This 
would be penalizing us,’ said he. ‘I 
think any practical man will admit that 
as far as the Central is concerned, it 
would be quicker and cheaper for us to 
handle the freight by a continuous rail 
route.”’ 

‘“‘“Would the Central consent to the 
joint use of this elevated structure with 
all the other roads?’’ asked Mr. Mitchel. 

‘*I eannot answer that,’’ replied Mr. 
Pollock. ‘‘I would have to consult my 
superior officers.’’ 

‘ Would the Central be willing to sur- 
render its piers below Twenty-third Street 
to the city if this structure was built?”’ 
continued Mr. Mitchel. 

‘*]T do not think so,’’ was the reply. 

‘‘In other words, then, the Central, 
through purely human, selfish motives, is 
not willing to give up anything that it 
thinks it has a right to unless it gets 
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seeing just as good or better from the 
c ee 


“We will insist on our rights, of 
course,” replied Mr. Pollock.

LAWYER SENT TO THE TOMBS.

Charles H. Stoddard, a lawyer of 141

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SCRAPPING THE CONSTITUTION. 

Tuesday the New York Assembly 
edopted the resolution supporting the 
proposal to amend the Constitution so 
that Federal! Senators shall be elected by 
the people. The vote of 105 to 80 can- 
not be said to reflect appreciation 
among the Assemblymen of the State of 
the fact that while they represent the 
people who elect them the Federal Sen- 
ators represent States. not people. 
There never would or could have been 
any United States if the method of 
election now supported by thirty States 
had been proposed at the time the Con- 
stitution was adopted. The colonies were 
both independent and jealous, and 
cared more for the preservation of their 
individual entities, and the interests 
thereto appertaining, than they cared 
for the establishment of any theoretti- 
cal equality of citizens, or for the equal- 
izing of the colonies among themselves. 
Each of them was aware of its advan- 
tages, and they were animated by the 
desire to preserve them rather than to 
risk their existence by throwing them 
into the political melting pot. . The 
slaveholding States could not consent 
either to manhood suffrage or personal 
equality. New Jersey would have been 
bled to death between New York and 
New Jersey if its rights against hostile 
tariffs had not been guaranteed by the 
Constitution. The united colonies had 
defeated a common enemy, but identity 


of blood and language could not ob- | 


secure diversity of intrinsic interests. 
The convention of 1789 would have 
been disbanded by any proposal 
equalize the States or to establish uni- 
versal suffrage in the election of the 
upper chamber. 

Other times other politics. The wis- 
dom approved by a century’s experi- 
ence is mocked at by the people’s 
champions. approves the 
Federal income tax on the declared 
ground that New York would pay a 
million dollars where Arkansas would 
pay one dollar. Twenty-nine States 
agree with Arkansas. The proposal to 
elect Federal Senators by manhood suf- 
frage—excepting, of course, where our 
colored fellow-citizens are in the ma- 
jority—is similarly close to approval. 
The bars to the pillage of the rich 
States are falling. The deterioration 
of the suffrage which began in a false 
fraternity of blood is now further 
helped by a taste of the blood of the 
rich. It is difficult to rob individual 
capitalists, since even the poor perceive 
that it is impossible to have one law 
for the poor and another law for the 
rich. But it seems otherwise with the 
States. We are now about to equalize 
the States by erasing State lines in the 
new Nation, and to establish a suffrage 
which shall equalize fortunes by the 
operation of a suffrage addressed to 
that end rather than to the support of 
Government economically administered. 

We are summoned to a new patriot- 
ism. We are to be Americans in order 
that Arkansas may benefit by the 
wealth of New The Fed- 
eral Government is to do for the States 
what they used to do for themselves, 
which the States 
used to need for themselves are to be 
surrendered to support the multiplied 
activities of Federal officials. Already 
we have seen the States acting offi- 
cially for the diversion of commerce 
from sister States and failing to find 
protection through the same Federal 
guardianship from much 
greater blessings are to flow when the 
new nationalism is better work- 
ing order. Abready we have seen States 
charter commercial pirates whose ac- 
tivities have failed of control through 
regulation of inter-State commerce by 
that Federal Government to which 
such greater tasks are to be intrusted.

Magistrate. He would also make the | 
dealers in firearms restrict their sales to. 
persons showing a license to buy them, 
and require the Keeping of a record of all 
such transactions. 

Whether the reform should go quite s0 
far as to require official permission for 
having a purely defensive weapon in one's 
own home has been questioned by some 
of the legislators, but it is not easy to 
see any serious or even valid objection to 
it, for to secure the necessary license 
would not bea hardship. The fact is that 
revolvers are an effective means of de- 
fense for comparatively few people, and 
their possession probably adds to, rather 
than decreases, the danger of the aver- 
age householder. In a fight with a pre- 
pared and desperate burglar, he is little 
lixely to do harm to the intruder and 
very likely to suffer it. 

As for the number of people who have 
a@ good or even colorable excuse for car- 
rying a revolver about the streets of a 
policed city, that is very small—vastly 
smaller than the number of those who 
do it. The licensing system, too, would 
be a source of some revenue, but the 
smaller the better, since its diminution 
would indicate the abandonment of a 
habit only innocent in exceptional cases 
and vicious in most. Of special im- 
portance ‘s the requirements of Senator 
SULLIVAN'S bill with respect to the deal- 
ers. While they remain free to sell pis- 
tols to anybody able to pay for them, 
other restrictions will be evaded with 
practical unanimity and impunity by just 
the persons upon whom it is most desir- 
able that the restrictions should apply. 

Senator SULLIVAN seems to have con- 
vinced his fellow-Senators that his bill is 
& good one, for they have advanced it to 
the order of final passage. It cannot too 
soon become a law.

in Doubt. another that evidently

One 
of the things needed first, perhaps, is a 
clearer understanding of just what the 
law is, for of that there seems to be con- 
siderable doubt. 

The impression {n some quarters that 
ought to know apparently is that any 
speed is legal which ‘‘in the judgment of 
the Police Department may be safe and 
proper,’ but though such an ordinance 
was passed by the Board of Aldermen 
and incorporated .in a recent report of 
their Committee on Codification of Ordl- 
nances, it has never been made effective, 
and is still awaiting final action by the 
board and the Mayor. This being the 
case, it seems probable that the old rule 
of eight miles an hour, and four miles 
going around corners, is still in force, 
and how grezt a difference there is be- 
tween ‘‘in force” and ‘‘enforced”’ {sg 
brilliantly demonstrated all day long in 
every one of our better frequented streets 
and avenues, 

Eight miles {s an impracticable limit, 
and it isn’t enforced because it cannot 
be enforced without inflicting intolerable 
delays on the city traffic. But the “ safe 
and proper ”’ ordinance is not a very hope- 
ful one, either. It would create endless 
dispute between the police and the auto- 
mobilists they arrested, and, anyway, as 
it stands, the ordinance is not an ordi- 
nance at all, but the delegating of legis- 
lative power to an executive official.

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The Ballot In Mexico. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Apropos of your comment on Mexican suf- 
frage, I think it worth while to point out the 
fact that practically the question of fitness to

AID FOR WOMEN’S WORK. 


Contributors to Exchange to be Paid 
Cash Against Charge Accounts. 


The Choate Testimonial Fund for Con- 
signors, for the New York Exchange for 
Woman’s Work, has been organized, it 
was announced yesterday afternoon at 4 
reception given by Mrs. William V. Law- 
rence, President of the Exchange, at her 
residence, 969 Fifth Avenue. The fund is 
started in honor of Mrs. William C. 
Choate, founder and Honorary President 
of the New York Exchange. 

Mrs. Choate retired from the Presidency 
after thirty-two years of active work, 
and the announcement of the fund, which 
had been a cherished wish, was in the 
nature of @ surprise to her. 

The work of the Exchange is to sell all 
kinds of feminine handicraft for needy 
gentlewomen. Many of the regular cus- 
tomers of the Exchange having charge 
accounts, the consignors are sometimes 
handicapped in their further work by 
lack of ready money. This fund for con- 
signors, which it is hoped to bring to a 
large figure, will enable the Exchange to 
pay the workers for everything sold im- 
mediately. It was announced that $4,000 
has been contributed to the fund named 
for Mrs. Choate by friends of hers within 
a short time, which added to funds in 
hand makes $8,000 for a nest egg. 


BROOKLYN UNIVERSITY. 


It Would Encourage Brooklyn’s High 
School Graduates to Enter College. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The ‘Vanderveer Park Taxpayers’ Association 
has strongly indorsed the Brooklyn University 
plan. How much such an institution is needed 
has already been abundantly demonstrated. It 
may, however, interest these gentlemen to 
know the relative number going to college 
from their excellently manned and equipped 
Erasmus Hall High School, as compared with 
the number who go from high schools in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx to higher institutions of 
learning. The Regents’ Reports of 1910 state 
that Erasmus Hall, with 4,260 students en- 
rolled, sent to college 31. At the same time 
the De Witt Clinton High School, having 
only 2,757 students, sent to college 74; the 
Wadleigh High School, with 8,187 students, 
had 40 entering college, and the Stuyvesant 
High School, with only 2,008 students, léss 
than half the number at Erasmus Hall, sent 
36 graduates to college, five more than the 
Flatbush institution. The Morris High School 
in the Bronx, attended by 8,590 students, sent 
56 to college. 

The discrepancy certainly is striking, and 
must inevitably arouse curiosity. Erasmus 
Hall is admittedly in the front rank in or- 
ganization, in instruction, in equipment. Its 
authorities do not discourage its graduates 
from going to college. It probably draws its 
students from families in fair circumstances 
to a greater extent than any other high school 
in Greater New York. They can doubtless, In 
the great majority of cases, afford to go to 
college. Why do they not do so? The answer 
can iio only in the iack of sufficiently alluring 
coliege attractions in Brooklyn. 

Our local colleges, although they are doing 
excellent work, do not present the fascinating 
exterior that is necessary to turn the atten- 
tion of young people persistently toward them. 
Were Brooklyn once roused to do its duty in 
providing for such institutions as Adelphi 
College, and in organizing them into a great 
university, furnishing the equipment which 
should make this centre of intellectual life 
compare favorably with any university in the 
land, can any one doubt that Erasmus Hall 
would, on the basis of merely its present at- 
tendance, be sending not 81, but 100 students 
annually to get the advantage of contact with 
the best that has been thought in the world?

Baggage Dutles. 
To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

If I understand correctly the regulationg re- 
cently issued with respect to the examination 
of baggage, certain articles purchased abroad 
are to be admitted free of duty, while other 
articles are to be considered dutiable, even 
though the total purchases made by the trav- 
eler abroad do not exceed $100. The customs 
tariff provides: 


Section 7098. That in the case of residents 
of the United States returning from abroad 
all wearing apparel and other personal ef- 
fects taken by them out of the United 
States to foreign countries shall be ad- 
mitted free of duty without regard to their 
value upon their identity being established 
under appropriate rules and regulations to 
be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, but no more than $100 in value of 
articles purchased abroad by such residents 
of the United States shall be admitted free 
of duty upon their return. 


The language of the tariff appears to pro- 
vide for ‘‘appropriate rules and regulations 
to be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury '’ with respect to items taken out of the 
United States and brought back again, but in 
respect to the exemption of articles purchased 
to the extent of $100 I do not understand 
the justification for a classification into items 
which may be admitted free and items on 
which duty may be charged. Can you explain?

FOR A PHTHISIS DAY. 


Dix Wants One Observed by Churches 
to Aid in Suppressing Disease. 


ALBANY, April 26.—Gov. Dix, in a letter 
to Homer Folks, Secretary of the State 
Charities Aid Association, indorses the 
movement for the observance of a Na- 
tional tuberculosis day on Sunday, April 
30, or on such other day of that or the 
preceding week as the religious customs 
and observances of the various religious 
bodies permit. : 

“Tf clergymen of all creeds and de- 
nominations throughout the State will 
urge the cure and prevention of_tubérecu- 
losis as a public duty,” says the Governor, 
‘‘their support will stimulate a larger 
and more effective interest on the part of 
the people in this important movement for 
the conservation of human life, I earnest- 
ly commend the observance of a National 


tuberculosis day to the clergymen and 
church communicants of the-Empire State, 
and trust that they will co-operate on this 
occasion and, continuously in the organ- 
ized effort to suppress this disease. 

‘*T hope that the time will come sovun 
when there will be a county hospital for 
tuberculosis in every county, and a tuber- 
culosis dispensary and visiting nurse in 
every city and village of considerabie size 
in this State.”’ 


THROWS OPEN SOHMER JOB. 


Judge Directs That It Be Restored to 
the Competitive Class. 


ALBANY, April 26.—Holding that the 
position of stock transfer tax examiner 
in State Controller Sohmer’s office is not 
of a confidential nature, Supreme Court 
Justice Rudd to-day granted a peremptory 
writ of mandamus against the State Civil 
Service Commission directing it to restore 
the classification of that position to the 
competitive class. If upheld by the high- 
est court Justice Rudd’s decision will 
hav6é a wider effect, as the new Demo- 
cratic Civil Service Commission has re- 
cently transferred from the competitive 
to the exempt schedule several other po- 
sitions in the Controller’s office. 

Justice Rudd holds that the commission 


is limited to the classification of positions 
in the exempt class to offices for which 
examinations are found to be imprac- 
ticable, except those specifically exempt- 
ed by law.

WORRY OVER CHURCH LEVIES 
Many Charitable Institutions Also 
Aroused Over City Assessments. 





Ministers, lay officers of churches, and 
trustees of private charitable institutions 
in the city are much agitated over the 
prospective advertisement for sale by the 
Controller of parcels of property owned by 
their organizations for arrears in assess- 
ments. 

The Controller is preparing a statement 
on the matter, and the church and char- 
itable institution officers have succeeded 
in getting him to consent to delay action 
for a time. It is admitted that the situ- 
ation is a serious one for the churches and 
charities, for most of them have assess- 
ments against their properties, which they 
have permitted to run for some time, with 
accumulation of 7 per cent. interest. 
Many of the churches are struggling to 
pay for land and buildings, and have not 
counted upon heavy assessments for local 
improvements. It is a serious question 
for the city also, since bonds have been 
issued against these assessments. 

In the last ten years the churches have 
appealed to the Legislature, and various 
acts have been passed, one of them wip- 
ing out existing assessments upon tax- 
exempted property then resting upon it, 
but allowing new assessments to accumu- 
late. In 1907 such property was exempted 
from water rates. In 194 a general act 
Was passed allowing the Controller to re- 
mit assessment upon proper certification. 

Two vears ago the Legislature, instead 
of acting itself, put the details on the 
shoulders of the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sioners, allowing them to take off assess- 
ments upon proper certification being 
made, but stipulating that the Commis- 
sioners must be unanimous in their action. 
Controller Prendergast has presented sev- 
eral such remissions, only to discover that 
to do so was needless waste of the time 
of the Commissioners, as he puts it. 


TAILORS’ UNION ENJOINED. 


Effort to Enforce Closed Shop Called 
Conspiracy in Restraint of Trade. 


In an order which declares that the 
Custom Tailors’ Union of New York is 
maintaining a conspiracy in restraint of 
trade and that its attempt to force the 
manufacturing tailors to employ only 
union labor is the expression of such a 
conspiracy, Supreme Court Justice Plat- 
zek issued yesterday a permanent in- 
junction against the union and its agents 
and attorneys. In affidavits filed with 
the papers, Jacob Panken, lawyer for 
the union, is charged with having en- 
couraged the use of force by offering to 
defend in the police courts strikers ar- 
rested for violence and with actually hav- 
ing appeared in their behalf. 

The injunction, which follows Justice 
Goff’s ruling that strikes to enforce the 
so-called closed shop are illegal con- 
spiracies and that acts done to promote 
such strikes are consequently illegal and 
may be restrained by injunction, was ob- 
tained by Marks Arnheim, as Treasurer 
of a New York Manufacturing Tailors’ 
Association. It confirms an injunction 
by Justice McCall last October, which has 
been effective, the manufacturers say, in 
reducing picketing and violence, and 
under the protection of which they have 
been able to conduct manufacturing. 


WINTER NOW WITH CUNARD. 


Recently Resigned from the North 
German Lloyd—Now on Vacation. 


The Cunard Line announced yesterday 
that Hermann Winter, who resigned re- 
cently from the service of the North 
German Lloyd Line and Oelrichs & Co., 
has accepted a position in its New York 
offite. Mr. Winter was a protégé of 
Vernon H. Brown, long General Agent 
of the Cunard Line, and for twenty-six 
years he was with Oelrichs & Co. When 
over a year ago Gustav Schwab, head of 
the firm, was forced by illness to give 
up active business, Mr. Winter, who had 
been his right-hand man, became the 
practical head of the North German 
Lloyd Line in this country. , 

Mr, Winter will not take up active 
work for the Cunard Line for several 
months. It was his intention at the cime 
he resigned to go on a long vacation. No 
announcement is made as to the position

WANT T0 KEEP STOCKS 





Urge Repeal of Law Requiring 
Sale of Corporation Securities 
They Hold by Dec. 31. 





HOTCHKISS. OPPOSES REPEAL 





But Would Extend Time. for Three 
Yedrs—Day Says Clause, Unless Re- 
pealed, Would Cause Great Loss. 





ALBANY, April 26.—The Senate and As- 
sembly Insurance Committees gave @ 
joint hearing to-day on the Frawley-Hoey 
bill repealing that part of the insurance 
law which requires life insurance corpora- 
tions to sell their bank, trust company, 
railroad, and similar stocks, as well as 
certain collateral trust bonds, which were 
owned by them at the time of the Arm- 
strong Committee investigation, and 
which must be disposed of before Dec. 
31 this year under the present law. 

The bili was opposed by Superintendent 
of Insurance Hotchkiss, who suggests 
that in its stead the law be amended so 
as to extend the time, say three years, 
within which such stocks and bonds must 
be sold. 

“The law,” he sald, 
part of the Armstrong laws, which pro- 
hibited the further acquisition of stocks 
and bonds of this kind, and also directed 
the sale of those held by the companies 
at the time of the investigation. It 
was then thought that holdings of this 
class put the funds of life insurance com- 
panies into jeopardy, in that they per- 
mitted such companies practically to con- 
trol certain large financial institutions, 
and, as to railroad and industrial stocks, 
made such corporations considerable fac- 
tors in Wall Street operations.

In large part these were high-priced 
shares of trust companies and banks for 
which there is no general market. In its 
endeavor to comply with the amendment 
of 1906 1t has sold a part of its holdings 
of such shares, but the major part it still 
holds, having been unable to dispose of 
them at a satisfactory price when a com- 
pulisory sale was overhanging. I am ad- 
vised that at the end of the year 1909 all 
companies subject to the law held invest- 
ments of over a hundred millions in the 
proscribed securities. 

“It stands out on the face of the mat- 
ter that the sale under legal compulsion 
of over a hundred millions of corporate 
stock could only be effected at a serious 
sacrifice; that the loss from a forced sale 
of the high-priced shares of banks and 
trust companies, the market for which, 
as well known, is narrow and limited, 
would be particularly heavy: that there 
being no general demand for such last- 
mentioned shares, the amount which in- 
dividual investors might absorb would be 
insignificant compared to the very large 
amount to be disposed of, and thus the 
only purchasers would be great capital- 
ists and syndicates, who, of course, will 
make no move until the period of grace 
is about to expire, whether that be Dec. 
ol, 1911, or some future date, should the 
time be extended, and then being the 
only purchasers at a compulsory sale 
they could dictate the price at which they 
would buy. 

“If a change in the policy of the State 
must be at such heavy cost, there might 
well be hesitation and inquiry whether 
the cure proposed were not worse than 
the disease. But here the change in pol- 
icy from approval to disapproval of in- 
vestments by life insurance companies 
in corporate shares need not be at any 
such cost. To give effect to this new 
policy it was sufficient thgt such invest- 


ments be prohibited from the time the law : 


was passed. For while the aggregate 
holdings of corporate shares of life in- 
Surance companies are large and there- 
fore could not be sold under legal com- 
pulsion except at great sacrifice, yet the 
ratio of such holding to the total volume 
of assets of such companies is very small, 
the average not exceeding 6 per cent., 
and, if no further investments of the sort 
were permitted, would, of course, grow 
steadily smaller as the total volume of 
assets increases, and as such shares are 
sold, and the proceeds reinvested in the 
hatural course of events.’’ 


NEED OF LABOR BUREAUS. 


Commission Urges Means to Bring the 
Jobless Man to the Manless Job. 


ALBANY, April 26.—A system of pub- 
lic employment offices, covering all sec- 
tions of the State, for accommodating the 
demand and supply of labor, is recom- 
mended by the Wainwright Commission 
on Employers’ Liability in its third re- 
port to-day to the Legislature on the 
subject of unemployment and lack of for- 
eign labor. 

A bill drawn by the commission calls for 
such offices in New York, Buffalo, 
Rochester, Syracuse, Albany, Bingham- 
ton, Watertown, ‘and Corning, the whole 
system to be managed by a Deputy Com- 
missioner of Labor at an annual salary 
of $4,000, with an appropriation of $100,- 
000 to do the work. 

‘‘We find in the industrial centres of 
the State,’’ says the report, ‘“‘ at all times 
of the year, in good times as well as 
bad, wage earners, able and willing to 
work, who cannot obtain employment. 
There is, nevertheless, a considerable un- 
satisfied demand for labor, especially im 
agricultural sections and in the harvest 
season. The commission: finds only one 
possible explanation of this apparently 
contradictory situation the jobless man 
on one hand and the manless job on the 
other—that is ‘maladjustment between 
the demand for and the supply of labor. 
Labor is completely unorganized, unsys- 
tematized, uncentralized: Both employer

Payment of Duty by Check. 

Gecretary of the Treasury MacVeagh 
has sent our circulars instructing col- 
Yectors of customs and internal revenue 
to accept certified checks on and after 
June 1 in payment of duties and taxes. 
This ts in accordance with a law enacted 
by the last Congress doing away with 
the requirement that they be paid in gold 
or other ‘“‘lawful money.” Under the 
present system the banks make special 
deposits every ‘morning at the Sub-Treas- 
ury of the amounts to be paid that day. 
The bank desiring to make a payment 
then makes an order or ‘request’ on 
the Collector to transfer the sum speci- 
fied to the account of ‘duties paid” 
end the Collector makes a corresponding 
order on the Assistant Treasurer, under 
which the amount is credited to the Col- 
lector. Any money not transferred by 
the Collector at the end of the day is re- 
turned to the bank making the deposit. 
The deposits so made by the bankg each 
day run from $500,000 to $1,000,000.

Sharp Recovery in Steel Earnings. 

Never in the previous history of the 
United States Steel Corporation did 
monthly earnings show such a sharp re- 
covery as between the first and last 
months of the quarter just ended. Earn- 
ings of $5,869,416 in January increased to 
§7,180,928 in February, and in March nad 
reached $10,468,859. This gain of $4,509,- 
443 compares with the largest previous 
recovery in a single quarter made be- 
tween January and March, 1910, when 
the gain was $3,367,988.

NOT OPPOSING LEGISLATION 





Output of Finished Steel Products 
Falls Off in the Last Week—Busl- 


ness Done cn Concessions. 





Announcement from Birmingham, Ala., 
that the United States Steel Corporation 
had abandoned further work on the new 
wire plant of the American Steel and 
Wire Company at Corey, Ala., were mod- 
ified yesterday by Judge Elbert H. Gary, 
Chairman of the Steel Corporation. He 
made it clear that while the corporation 
thought ‘the proposed tariff changes a 
menace to the wire business in the South, 
the plant at Corey will be completed even 
if it has to be used for some other branch 
ef the steel industry. He said: 

“The subsidiary companies of the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation have been 
working upon a plan for the expenditure 
of large sums for extensions and new 
puildings and equipment at Birmingham. 
A large part of the buildings has been 
constructed and they will be promptly 
completed. In fact, the work could not 
be interrupted without serious detriment. 
This.includes a large reservoir and water 
plant and a large number of by-product 
coke ovens for the Tennessee Coal, Iron 
& Railroad Company, and also includes a 
large wire plant for the manufacture, 
among other things, of wire products by 
the American Steel and Wire Company. 
It was intended to erect a large number 
ef residences for occupancy by the men 
to be employed, and it was also intended 
to install expensive machinery. 

“Tt has seemed to the officials of the 
Steel Corporation that House Bill No. 
4,413, reported by the Committee on Ways 
and Means to the House of Represent- 
atives, if tt should become a law, would 
seriously affect the manufacture and sale 
of some wire products in the Birmingham 
district- because of the low cost of pro- 
duction of these articles in foreign coun- 
tries and the low rate of transportation 
in returning ships. 

“Therefore, local officials were advised 
to suspend or postpone consideration of 


the question of making contracts for 
residences or for extensions or equipment 
of the mills until after the whole subject 
matter could be carefully considered. The 
advices seem to have been misinterpreted 
to some extent, and all or much of the 
work on the buildings in progress of con- 
struction was interrupted. Upon learning 
this fact the local officials were advised 
of the real intention of those in author- 
ity, as above stated, and work was there- 
upon resumed. 

‘There has been no intention or effort 
to influence or antagonize legislation. 
We present our views and reasons when 
asked, but submit without question to 
the decision of those who are responsible 
for legislation and its results. We have 
@ good opinion of fhe Birmingham prop- 
erties and hope in time to operate them 
at a reasonable profit. Our action, how- 
ever, has been and will be based on what 
we consider sound business principles.”

COMMODITY MARKETS. 


WHEAT.—Trading in wheat’ was very quiet 
all day with the market showing a stronger 
tone at the close. There was evidence of sell- 
ing pressure early on the crop and weather 
news, but the decline was small and prices 
began slowly to work up, showing considerable 
strength in theafternoon. The early selling 
movement was based on the American crop 
and. weather news. This news, while very 
favorable, did not bring any pressure of wheat, 
on the market, and when early sellers tried to 
cover prices were bid up easily in a narrow 
market. The foreign markets were..somewhat 
irregular and in somo cases higher. There was, 
however, very limited foreign demand, and ex- 
port sales were only about 17 loads, largely of 
Manitoba wheat. Operators, however, were a 
little afraid of another advance abroad similar 
to the sharp rise of last week. The Kansas 
State report which ‘was given out before the 
opening was very favorable. This showed a 
condition of 78.5, against 7&8 April 1 by the 
Government report and 75 last December. The 
abandoned area was 28 per cent., against 80 
per cent. last year. The acreage sown was 
6,950,000 acres, and now standing 5,380,000 
acres. The figures pointed, it was claimed, to 
a crop of $0,000,000 bushels. Private reports 
from other sections of the Winter wheat belt 
continue optimistic. The Northwestern Miller's 
special reports from the Spring wheat sections 
were very promising, and seeding is expected 
to be completed by the end of this week. Seed- 
ing in the Canadian Northwest Is advancing 
rapidly. Cash wheat was quoted No. 2 red, 
84%c, free en board; No. 1 Northern, $1.06%; 
No, 2 hard Winter, $1.04%; No. 1 Manitoba, 
$1.02%. 

CORN.—The corn market was firm all the 
day, closing steady. The cables were firm and 
showed continued strength abroad. There was 
not so much export inquiry and only 9 loads 
were reported, but the cash markets were 
strong and showed an advance of %c to %c at 
the West. Receipts have increased considerably 
the last few days at the interior, but this im- 
provement in movement does not seem to have 
had much influence on the future market. The 
close was very steady. No. 2 corn was quoted 
5440, free on board; steamer, 59c; No. 3, 59%c; 
No. 4, 574¢c, all in elevator, export rate. 

OATS.—The market showed firmness, with 
fair trading. Prices slowly worked up, influ- 
enced by the late strength in corn and wheat. 
Cash oats were firmer and offerings did not 
seem to be very large. No export business was 
reported. The close was stady. Standard oats 
were quoted 89¢c; No. 2 white, 39%4c; No. 3 
white, 35%\c. 

PROVISIONS.—There was considerable irreg- 
ularity in the future market, with prices 
steadying late. There wag some selling on re- 
ports of slow cash demand, but the hog market 
was very firm at a number of points through 
the West and prices were influenced by this 
toward the close.

The morning weather map showed a storm 
of marked intensity off the Texas and Gulf 


Coasts, and this in conjunction with better 
Liverpool advices than anticipated accounted 
for the higher openings. Vhile considerable 
realizing was encountered as prices advanced, 
offerings were readily absorbed, with Wall 
Street and the West conspicuous on the buying 
side. Spot interests also gave support, with 
part of the demand from those sources thought 
to represent hedge buying for account of trade 
interests. Buils appeared to be utillging the 
strength of the near months to accept profits, 
and this was the basis for the opinion that 
no squeeze of shorts or corner was con- 
templated. It was not denied, however, that 
underlying conditions were as strong as ever, 
and that the market may probably advance 
considerably further on the scarcity of actual 
cotton, while a renewal of bull support on a 
recession of Importance 1s not to be unex- 
pected so long as Southern spot advices con- 
tinue of a bullish tenor and Manchester trade 
accounts optimistic. American trade conditiong 
have not changed materially, but are receiving 
little consideration at the moment, advices 
from the South generally conceding that Amer- 
ican spinners are not largely interested. but 
foreign consumers, particularly the Continent, 
are showing a rood demand, 

Sentiment appeared to be more bullish, as 
was emphasized by the {mprovement in out- 
side demand, but bears were claiming that 
the technical position of the market has heen 
weakened, and relative to crop complaints the 
state that the general increase in acreage off.

At all events, at the highest scored May was 
only 30 points below the record price of the 
season, July 14 points, and October 45 points.

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FISKE & CO. GET DISCHARGE. 


Court Reverses Referee Who Thought 
Brokers Should Be Kept in Bankruptcy. 


Judge Hough of the United States Dis- 
trict Court has reversed the findings of 
Referee Miller in the bankruptcy proceed- 
ings of J. M, Fiske & Co. Mr. Miller refused 
the discharge of the bankrupts on the 
ground of an alleged fraudulent transfer 
of collateral they made to the Mechanics 


and Metals Bank. Judge Hough has 
found that there is no evidence that such 
transfer was fraudulent of the other cred- 
itors and has granted the discharge of the 
bankrupts. Of the transfer of collateral 
the Judge said: 


By wholly uncontradicted evidence it ap- 
pears that the bankrupts (pursuant to a 
custom of brokers) had negotidted a clear- 
ance lean with the bank on the morning of 
the dav of the -failure. As the day pro- 
gressed the stock market became more and 
more depressed and in a way which, to the 
knowledge of many persons, would sert- 
ously injure the bankrupts. An officer of 
the bank with which the loan had been 
negotiated wert to the bankrupts’ place of 
business and from one of the partners re- 
ceived a large amount of additional collat- 
eral in order to carry the clearance loan 
through the day. 

There was nothing secret about the trans- 
action and nothing fraudulent unless it be @ 
fraud for a broker in trouble to hand over 
hig securities as collateral to a bank which 
is certifying checks for him. 

The Master has found that when these se 
curitles were transferred by one of the 
bankrupts to the bank all parties to the 
transaction were aware of the insolvency 
of the firm. 

It may well be that if this conclusion of 
fact be well founded there sprang into ex- 
istence a preference which may be avoided 
by the trustee in bankruptoy. 

But the Master continues’ ‘‘ The partio- 
ular reason why the bankrupts desired to 
prefer the bank Above all other creditors 
the evidence does not disclose, but it is ap- 
parent that they did transfer and remove 
practically all of their securities and prop- 
erty with intent.to hinder, delay, or de- 
fraud their other creditors.’’ 

It is not thought necessary to dwell upon 
the difference between a voldable preference 
and a fraudulent transfer; the distinction is 
well known and obvious. 

No opinion is expressed as to whether such 
@ voidable transfer did occur on the occasion 
referred to in the testimony in the Master’s 
report; but if it did, it is held that the evi- 
dence as matter of law does not show, nor 
tend to show, a transfer with intent to 
hinder, delay, or defraud creditors. 

As the referee did not assert that any 
of the other objections raised by the cred- 
itors were sustained by the evidence the 
coert ordered the discharge of J, M. Fiske

H. B. Claflin Company Secures Duty 
Reduction on Belts—Other Decisions. 


The H. B. Claflin Company was suc- 
cessful yesterday before the Board of 
United States General Appraisers in an 
attempt to secure @ reversal of Collector 
Loeb’s classification of silk elastic belts 
with fancy metal buckles. The belts are 
more or less elaborately decorated with 
steel points or studding. They were re- 
turned for duty by the Appraiser of the 


Port. as ‘“‘siik, India rubber, and meta) 
wearing apparel,’’ with a tax of 6 per 
cent. under the tariff act of 1897. 

The Claflin Company set up the conten- 
tion that the goods are dutiable properly 
at the rate of 45 per cent. under the pro- 
vision in the tariff for ‘articles or 
wares not specially provided for in this 
act composed wholly or in chief value of 
iron, steel, or other metal.’’ Other claims. 
were put forward, but the board regards 
them as being without merit. Counsel for 
the importer and the Government stipu- 
lated and agreed in writing that such. of 
the belts bearing certain marks on the 
invoices and invoiced at a net price of 
not less than 36 francs per dozen are 
composed in chief value of metal. Gen- 
eral Appraiser Howell states in his de- 
cision that the board so finds, the Col- 
lector being reversed. 

The board has refused to reverse Col- 
lector Loeb tn his assessment of duty on 
braids, embroideries, and othe? articles 
composed in chief value of artificial silk. 
The merchandise was taxed at the rate of 
45 cents a pound and 60 per cent. ad va-- 
lorem under the present tariff act. Lower 
rates than those assessed were claimed, 
but denied.

All hut two of the twenty-one State 
Senators of New Jersey fyrgot party 
lines and toasted Gov. Woodrow Wilson 
as the next President of the United 
States, at a dinner given last night in 
the Hotel Astor in their honor and the 
Governor's by retiring President Ernest 
_R. Ackérman of the New Jersey Senate. 

Gov. Wilson himself, speaking after 
many of the ‘Senators had spoken, most 
of them had sung, and not a few of them 
fad. danced, emphasized the spirit of unity 
ind elimination of party lines in Jersey 
pelitics, which he said, by furnishing him 
with a co-cperative instead of a combative 
Benate, had enabied him to carry out his 
promised reforms and to reform “if not 
bverything, at least everything in sight.” 
The dinner was informal—witness the 
Sancing, more hearty tlHan graceful, in 
Which Senators Frelinghuysen, Osborne, 
ind others amused themselves and others 
furing a brief intermission between 
courses. Senator Ackerman was tost- 
master at the large roupd table, and the 
Governor sat at his right, in the centre 
»f the nineteen Senators who had spent 
the afternoon as guests of Senator Acker- 
man at a performance of the “Pink 
Lady’’ in the New Amsterdam Theatre. 
Yhe dinner was Senator Ackerman’s re- 
turn for a similar dinner given recently in 
his honor at uitlantic City by the Jersey 
Senators. 

Throughout the dinner the guests, in- 
eluding the Governor himself, joined in 
robust chorus in all the selections fur- 
nished by the orchestra, singing with 
equal fervor, sincerity, and lung power 
everything from ‘‘ When good fellows get

Never Used Any Pressure. 
“Tt has grieved me much to find news- 


porting that the Senate had vielded to re- 


form measures under pressure of the Gov- 
ernor, as if had exerted pressure and 
found the Senate unwilling of its own ac- 
cord to espouse the reform measures it 
finally passed. That has not been 
case. I am-aware Of no pressure exerted 
by me, and I know only of the earnest 
and hearty co-operation-I have ever met 
in the Senate.

‘““New Jersey is not backward in her 
thought—she may have paused 1lénger 
than others, but tt was only to consider 
her course better while she paused. We 
have not done everything .in the way of 
reform, as f£enator Johnson seemed to 
think a few moments ago; we niay still be 
able to find more things to Go when the 
Legislature convenes again. But if we 
have not done everything,. we have at 
least done everything in sight at the last 
session. We have done. and done thor- 
oughly, all the main things that were 
weiting to be done—and we have accom- 
plished them with a perfect unanimity of 
co unsel. 

“It pleases me especially, 
the power of words, that you have come 
to credit the professions made py me 
when I sought the office IL now hold, that 
you feel that I seek and will support re- 
forms irrespective of from what political 
house they come. Your confidence in me 
is my greatest happiness. It has been a 
real delight to me to see Republicans in 
the Legislature resort. to ‘my house as 
freely and often for conference as mem- 
bers of my own party. 

‘‘ All these things weave us together as 
a cOmmon family, seeking to serve well, 
as we have served, our great Common- 
wealth.’’

NEGRO SUITOR SENT TO JAIL. 


Black Man’s Threat to a White Girl 
is a Breach of Peace, Court Holds. 
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Because he persisted tn writing 
ters to Florence C. Hendrickson, 
of the Judson Memorial Church, and liv- 
ing at 313 West Twentieth Street, William 
Robinson, a negro laborer, of 413 West 
Fiftv-second Street, was sent yesterday to 
the Workhouse by Magistrate House, sit- 
ting in the West Side Court. 

A dozen letters were shown to the court 
by Miss Hendrickson, who said that both 
she and the Rev. Dr. Edward D. Sim- 
mons, assistant pastor of the churgh, had 
pleaded with Robinson to cease his at- 
tentions. 

Robinson is said to have written to the 
rirl’s father, saying he would sue her for 
breach of promise of marriage. He said 
he had asked her to marry him, and as 
she had not answered, he took silence to 
be consent. 

Robinson told the court that while he 
was only a negro laborer, he loved the 
girl.tand would make her happy. He said 
he did not consider it unlawful for him 
to write to her to that effect. Magistrate 
House disagreed with him. 

‘In my opinion,” said the Magistrate, 
‘it tends to a breach of the peace for a 
colored man to force his attentions upon 
a white girl. Therefore I sentence you to 
six months in the Workhouse.’

Dr. Jackola Admits - Sending 
Flowers and Love Letters, but - 


Escapes Workhouse. 





HER ACTION SURPRISED HIM 
Since She Had Thanked Him for His 
Gifts in a Note He Has Put Away 

; in a Safe Deposit Vault. 








Dr. John Jackola, ardent advocate of 
womal suffrage, pleaded guilty in the 
West Side Court yesterday to an- 
noying Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont by send- 
ing her love letters, flowers and poetry, 
put he wasn’t sent to the workhouse, 


because at the last moment Mrs. Belmont 
relented and refused to press the charge 
on condition that Dr, Jackola cease his 
attentions. 

Mrs. Belmont, acc ompanied by her sec- 
retary, James McMahon, who made the 
charge against Dr. Jackola, and her law- 
yer, Herbert Reeves of 165 Broad ay, 
reached the courtroom before 3 o’elock, 
out the case was not reached until near- 
ly two hours iater. All of this time 
Mrs. Belmont and her companions oc- 
cupied seats half way down the court- 
room among the usual motley ,crowd 
which, for nothing. else to do, congregates 
daily to see the wheels of justice move, 

As time dragged along Mrs. Belmont 
became evidently impatient, and finally 
Mr. Reeves went to the desk and spoke 
to the Magistrate. This hurried up 
things somewhat, for the Jackola case 
was the next called. 

Mrs. Beimont did not come within the 
rail and from where she sat it is doubt- 
ful if she could hear much of what was 
being said. Mr. Reeves did all the talk- 
ing for her, while Dr. Jackola did his 
own talking, though he was acconipanied 
by counsel. 

Dr. Jackola is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Washington and also of Chi- 
cago University. le is a physician and 
for many years practiced in Duluth, 
Minn. He is a native of Finland, where 
all are suffragists, but he never warmed 
up to the cause very greatly, according 
to his own story, until April two years 
azo, when he crossed the Atlantic in the 
same ship with Mrs. Belmont. His ad- 
miration for her, he says, also dates 
from that time. For several months he 
has been a lecturer for the woman's 
suffrage cause. 

Assuming that the naires knew this 
much background, Mr. Reeves had sub- 
stantially this to say in court about 
the doctor's suit for Mrs. Belmont’s 
hand:

Bystander Wounded When Enemies 
' Open Fire on Each ‘Other. 


A row between gamblers led to pistol 


battle between men in a taxicab and men 
on the sidewalk at Ninth Avenue and 
Thirty-eighth Street last night at 10 
o'clock. Between ten and twenty shots 
were fired, one of which seriously wound- 
ed Nicholas Ametreo, a thirteen-year-old 
schoolboy, who lives at 5382 Ninth Ave- 
nue.

He appeared near 
Forty-second Street last night with two 
companions, and walked siowly south on 
the west side of the street. As he reached 
Thirty-eighth Street a southbound taxi- 
cab passed close to the curb, and two men 
in the body of the car opened fire. ‘ Big 
Jim’’ and his companions returned the 
fire, taking refuge behind a pile of pav- 
ing stones in Thirty-eighth Street, which 
is torn up fur repairs.
